Another singing Gibb to look forward to? 

For the Bee Gees fans in Europe...All your excitement 
is yet to come. November of next year is now being dis- 
cussed as the time the Bee Gees will tour South America, 
with Japan, Europe and Australia to follow shortly there- 
after. The sensational stage that was used on the Bee Gees 
tour of North America is going to be brought over for this 
tour and there is talk of brother Andy making the trip as well. 


After taking some time off from the group for their own 
individual projects, Barry, Maurice and Robin have gone 
into their studio in Miami to begin working on the follow up 
album to ‘Spirits Having Flown.’ It's too soon to report 
on any of the songs but everyone is anticipating great 
things about this album. 

Recording sessions start the first week in November 
and it’s understood that Robin will be taking more lead 
vocals along with Barry. The Bee Gees trademark falsettos 
will be put to rest, and the music will reportedly have more 
of a rhythm and blues edge to it. Barry told us that some 
songs were already written before the group entered the 
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studio, ‘but the creativity really starts once we get in there!’ 
All the Bee Gees are totally wrapped up in recording 
together, and this promises to be their most exciting and 
innovative album yet! 


“GUILTY” 
A POP CLASSIC 


“Guilty,” the new album by Barbra Streisand, is easily 
the hottest new record in pop music. The album, currently 
#1 in the nation, reportedly sold over a million copies just 
ten days after its release. After hearing the album, it's easy 
to understand this phenomenal success. 

As mentioned last issue, Barry not only co-produced the 
album, but also wrote all the songs on it along with Robin, 
Maurice and Bee Gees co-producer Albhy Galuten. The 
final results are sensational. From the title track that opens 
the allbum to the seven minute ‘Make It Like A Memory,’ 
that closes the record, this is a pop album of classic pro- 
portions. It’s ‘'the’’ Streisand album for the eighties and 
establishes Barry as the premier pop craftsman in 
contemporary music. 

The first single from the album, ‘Woman in Love.” is 
already the top single in the country and there are many 
more where that came from, Barry duets with Barbra on 
two tracks, the upbeat title track and the moving ballad, 
“What Kind of Fool!’ The vocal interplay between these 
two pop giants has to be heard to be appreciated. ‘Run 
Wild” is another beautiful ballad with striking Beatlesque 
slide guitar and great lyrics by Barry and Robin. 

The album's real surprise though, is ‘Never Give Up!’ 
It has "hit" written all over it. Opening with a tough r&b 
backing and great singing by Streisand, the song explodes 
into a marvelous chorus that sounds like it came out of a 
smashing Broadway musical. Simply stunning. 


With the work on the new Bee Gees album having 
begun, the nine month period of relaxation? and individual 
interests has come to an end for Barry, Maurice and Robin. 

All the brothers have been in recording studios during 
the past months, working on various projects. Barry working 
with Barbra Streisand and brother Andy, Robin producing 
an album for Jimmy Ruffin and a joint single with Marcy 
Levy and Maurice laying down some tracks for possible 
motion picture soundtracks.

After finishing work on the Barbra Streisand album, 
Barry went back to Miami to record some new songs with 
Andy. The three songs they worked on have just been 
released as part of Andy’s new Greatest Hits album. ‘‘Time 
Is Time;’ which Barry and Andy wrote together has been 
released as the single, and the other two tracks are ‘‘(Me) 
Without You;’ and the Gerry Goffin/Carole King song, ‘‘Will 
You Still Love Me Tomorrow.” It's interesting to note that 
Pat Arnold duets with Andy on the last song. Barry produced 
a single for her several years ago and some of you may 
remember her for her number one hit, ‘‘The First Cut Is 
The Deepest:’ 

As you can tell, Barry never seems to find much time 
to relax. Before starting work on the new Bee Gees album, 
however, Barry did take 3 or 4 weeks to stay home and 
spend some time with Lynda and the boys. Which brings us 
to the exciting news that Barry and Lynda are expecting 
baby #3. They promise to settle happily for a boy or a girl, 
as long as it's healthy. 
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The arrival of Samantha in July has taken most of 
Maurice’s time and interest, but before going to England 
to show the baby off, Maurice went into the studio in Miami 
to record some recent tunes he’s written. These were 
more than rough demos, however, as Maurice even used a 
forty piece orchestra on some of the tracks. Some of the 
songs may be used for upcoming film projects. 

While in England with Yvonne and the baby, Maurice and 
Robin both appeared on the English rock program, ‘‘Top of 
The Pops:’ Along with being interviewed on that show, they 
also appeared on the first telethon ever recorded in 
England, with host Bob Hope. Both were happy to be 
involved in a worthy cause. Finally, Maurice and Robin 
attended a BMI/PRS luncheon to pick up awards for ‘*Too 
Much Heaven’ “Love You Inside Out;’ and ‘‘Tragedy,’’ 
which were among the most performed songs of 1979. 


As mentioned above, Robin too, has spent time relaxing 
in England. While there he did some house-hunting and 
stayed with Maurice and Yvonne at their new home. We've 
had numerous inquiries from many of you who are con- 
cerned about Robin and Molly separating. At this time, all 
we Can Say is that unfortunately, this is indeed true. Robin, 
however, is hoping for a reconciliation. 

Before flying to England, Robin went into the studio with 
Blue Weaver to produce for Marcy Levy (a former member 
of Eric Clapton's band). One of the songs written by Robin 
and Blue has just been released as a single. Entitled “Help 
Me;’ the song is a duet between Robin and Marcy and can 
also be found on the soundtrack album for the movie 
“Times Square!’ Robin says that there is a possibility of 
recording an entire album with Marcy. This would be the 
second album Robin has co-produced since both he and 
Blue recently worked on Jimmy Ruffin’s album, which 
contained the hit, ‘Hold On To Your Love’’

The film is expected to take over two years to complete 
and will utilize many of the characters in THE LEGEND in 
a new and exciting story. Besides co-producing the film, 
Barry says that "we'll be supervising much of the actual 
movie itself and we'll be doing all the music for it as well!” 
The soundtrack from the film will probably be the next Bee 
Gees album following their new studio album. And the 
possibility exists that the Bee Gees voices may also be 
used for the movie’s main characters. We'll keep you up 


to date on the film's progress in the next issue of the 
newsletter.
